Prefume you have feen a Pamphlet newly publifh’d, 
with this title, The Traditions of theCrercy defiru&ive 
of Religion: with an enquiry into the grounds and rea- 
fous of fuch traditions : A Sermon preach'd at the Vifi- 
tation held at Wakefield im Yorkthire, Fune25s 173%. 
By Wiit1aM Bowman, M. A. Vicar of Dewspury. 
Whether this Vifitation was held by the Bifbop (Arch- 
bifbop I fhould have faid) or by the Archdeacon, the title 
e does not inform us. Howeverthat be; fince all ec- 
clefiaftical penalties, {uch as excommunication, and depofi- 
tion from the Miniftry, (which this Preacher has ip/o 
faGo incurr’d) feem to be legally abolifh’d by defuetude, 
as no doubt they ought to be, together with all other pe- 
nalties which are clogs upon free thinking, and hinder 
men from fpreading all forts of Antichriftianifm, for con- 
fcience fake : the only perfecution of fuch noble and gene- 
rous {pirits which now remains, is, by way of pen and 
ink. And in that way I am refolv’d (like a furious, un- 
charitable High Churchman, that is a Church of England 
Man, and a Cariftian, as I am) to perfecute this fame Vi- 
car of Dewsbury.—To be more ferious, Mr. Bavius ; my 
defign of writing at prefent is not fo much upon the ac- 
count of this extraordinary Gentleman, who isby no means 
worth my notice 5 as to give one inffance of the diffin- 
guifbing genius of the age in which we live; an age teem- 
ing with Moxflers, and bringing forth frefh ones almoft 
every day. Were I capable of being furpriz’d at any 
thing of this nature, after fo much experience: This, I 
contefs, would /urprize me. But I have long fince left off 
wondring at fuch things as thefe, and at fome others, which 
fhall be xamele/s. Yet 1 know not how it is, I feel a 
ftruggle within myfelf, between indignation and contempt, 
at fignt of the ftuff which lies before me: fo wicked and 
pernicious, as feemingly to reguire an anfwer 3 fo ftupid 
and |i.tcrate, as to render him almoft ridiculous who fhall 
go avout to make one. .This I fhould not have been at 
the pains to mention 3 but that it is equally applicable to 
the reff of the trafh and trumpery with which our Church 
and Religion are daily pelted by fuch wretched {criblers. 
But to the particular point.—Let our Monfer appear, and 
we will few him fairly. Here is a Clergyman of the 
Church of England, in his clerical habit, in the pulpit, 
at a publick Vilitation, fpitting the bittereft gall and 
venom (to the beii of hisfmall underftanding) againft that 
Church of which he ig not only a Member, but a Mini- 
fter ; that Church whofe bread he eats, and whofe doc- 
trines and difcipline he has, in effeét, {worn to defend ; 
and this in form, in the plaineft words imaginable, di/fin- 
guifoing the Church of England by name, to prevent 
miitakes. He denies her power of excommunicating, and 
ablolving, of making canons, &c. abufes the whole body 
of her Clergy (except fuch as he 1 agines like himifelf) 
and delivers them over to be fcorn’d, hated, and worry’d 
by the Laity. Demetrius, and the Craft/men in wrath, 
when their craft is in danger to be fet at nought 
Prieftcraft Superftition Priefis of att Rgui- 
Gions inculcate this profitable delufion Prieftly do- 
mination Thefe, and many more fuch like, are the 
flowers’ interfpers’d up and down through this beautiful 
compofition. The word Reverend is all along us’d with 
pight and cortempt. He caretully diffinguifbes bim/elf 
trom the Church and Clergy; which, I confels, is very kind 
to both: Sure Iam, he ought by law not only to be di/in- 
guifi’d, but cut off trom both. A Church (lays he) that 
CALLS HERSELF pure and reform'd, and ber Minifiry or- 
thodox and apofolical. But, alas! &c. p.§. Would Tue 
Crercy be but o:ce fo moderate, &c. WE would not dij- 
pute, &c. p. 24, 25. T know that our Church has tenets, 
-&e. fo that to oppoje them —-is1N WER CANDID JUDG- 
MENT @ kind of Eraffianim. p.8. You fee the two Par- 











be any fuch, on the one hand; the Church of Eng/and 
on the other. 

He begins his Preface with the ufual cant of every pro- 
fligate witling, who has a mag mind to do mifchief, 
if he knew how ; who wants to be in print; to be talk’d 
of for fomething (tho’ he has not fenfe and honeity 
enough to be talk’d of for any thing that’s good) to be 
ftared at as a Monffer, rather than not be taken notice 
of at all: I fay, he begins with the ufual cant, that tru- 
ly he was forc’d to print in vindication of himfelf, from 
the ill-natur’d cenfures and grofs mifreprefentations of Jome 
of his Reverend Auditors. Pref. p.1. What cenfures could 

ill-natur’d upon fuch a Piece as this? What mifrepre- 
fentations cou/d there be? Can either the wit, or du//ne/s, 
the miffaken zeal, or villany of man, make it worfe than 
he himfelf has made it, as ’tis now printed ? Some of his 
Reverend Auditors? Why, was it not condemn’d by them 
All? Was there one in York/fbire, but himfelf, that could 
approve of it? For my part, I never was in that County 
in my life: but I have fo good an opinion of it, as to 
be well affur’d that it’s alr is breath’d by no more than 
one BOWMAN. 

Trutu (fays he) bas always appear’d to me in fo 
amiable a light 5 and prejudice and bigotry in fuch 
difmal and deform'’d colours, &c. Ibid. This again is the 
everlafting cant of fuchas he. You fcarce ever knew 
an empty, impudent novelift oppofe the plaineft, moit 
important, and moft generally receiv’d truths, but he 
prefac’d his ungodly crudities with an infipid declama- 
tion about his /ove of truth, his abborrence of preju- 
dice, and fo forth. He then complains of the foud /an- 

uage, and opprobrious names which have been given him. 
p. i. ii. This is athird inftance of tale cart: I ttill ule 
that word, Mr. Bavius; for "tis mere cant, and nothing 
elfe. AndI defire what I remark upon it in the three 
inftances may be apply’d to the enemies of our Church, 
and of Chriftianity, in common, not to him y * other- 
wife I fhould not fay fo much about it. No fooner can 
one of them {crawl out a Pamphlet, or Libel, for which 
he deferves the worft appellations that language can far- 
nifh, both for its wickednefs and du//ne/s, and according- 
ly bas them given him by all the world in a manner; 
but prefently this is cal/iing names. I atk, what names 
can be too bad for him? He at the fame time infults the 
whole Church, and Clergy, with the utmoft {currility 
and infolence; and "tis mighty well. He may ufe all man- 
kind, particularly his Ecclefiaftical Governors, as he thinks 
fit: but his own fingle worthle/s perfon mult be facred. 
If he be chafftis'd as he deferves, (or not a quarter /2 
much as he deferves,) and called what he really is, and 
has been prov’d to be, tis calling names forlooth 5 ex- 
tremely rude, and ill-manner’d. What naines did not Tu//y 
call Catiline, tho’ he was a man of higher birth and quality 
than Tu//y himfelf? yet I never heard the Romans accus’d 


tiline was a traytor to his country. And fhall traytors 
to their Church, their Saviour, and their God, be treated 
with more ceremony ? efpecially, when they are iz and of 
themfelves fuch /itt/e infeés as thefe; like other vermin, 
as de/picable, as odious, and confiderable for nothing out 
doing mifchief ? But a candid expoftulation from bis re- 
verend brethren would (we are told) bave been of much 
more fervice than the opprobrious names of Eraltian, He- 
retick, and Apoftate. But what would a candid expoflu- 
lation, or any expoftulation fignify to one of fo harden’d 
a forehead, who jet out, at firlt, not with private, model 
doubts, and gueries, but with a pud/ick, infolent, abufive 
defiance of the whole Church? Jt is a/ways (continues he) 
a prefumption of abad caufe, when foul language is call'd 
in to fupply the place of argument. It there be the /ea/ 
glimpfe, or -~oadow of an argument, in all his ridiculous 
Pamphlet (for I can by no means prevail with myfell to 
allow it the title of a Sermon) I will own, tho’ I am not 
obliged to it, that he deferves none of the zames which have 
been, or fhall be given him. Nothing there‘ore can be 
more pleafant than his ufing, in his Sermon, (as he calls it) 
fuch words as thefe. To jet this queffion in as clear a 
light a the thing will admit of. p.g.

‘Chere breath’d the foul. of a felf conceited 
Apottate, fteel’d with obitinacy and impudence, and proof 
again all conviction. He goes on, ‘giving us to under- 
ftand, that he does it purely out of conicience; talking of 
his being ‘ ready to tace inguifitions, dungeons, rods, and 
racks.’

their immortal Writings, and particularly for their defences 
of ouf Church againit oppolers of #// kinds, are ignorant; 
and this abfolute Jgmoramus the only knowing perion. This 
is the true mode/fy of the bleed times we hivein. How 
knowing he is, will appear from the lequel. Having dune 
then with his Preface, 1 goon-to what he calls his ermom:

already) mult be a little more particularly examin’d.
